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Magazines is a descriptive listing of selected 
periodicals available in special media to 
blind and physically handicapped individuals 
throughout the country. (Thus, periodicals 
available only regionally are not included.) 
The periodicals are listed alphabetically 
under the subject headings shown in the 
table of contents. Some may appear in more 
than one section. For example, a brief refer- 
ence to Smithsonian appears under "Sci- 
ence" as well as "History." In both cases, 
the reader is referred to the full description 
under "The Arts." Each full entry gives the 
magazine's format and frequency of publica- 
tion, a brief description of its contents, and 
information about how it may be obtained. 

This bibliography includes magazines pro- 
duced in a variety of formats: braille, disc, 
cassette, large type, Moon type, and open 
reel. Unless otherwise indicated, all braille 
magazines are grade 2 braille and all discs 
play at 8 rpm. Cassettes play at 15/16 or 
1 7/8 ips. 

Magazines may be obtained from two 
kinds of sources cooperating libraries and 
all other sources. 

(1) Cooperating libraries in the Library of 
Congress reading program provide at no 
charge magazines produced by NLS for 
blind and physically handicapped per- 
sons. To order these magazines, fill out 
the order form at the back of this booklet 
and send it to your cooperating library. 
Your personal subscription to magazines 
available on direct circulation will be en- 
tered and copies mailed directly to you. 
A few magazines are available only on 
loan; these are to be returned to your 
cooperating library. 



(2) All other sources must be contacted di- 
rectly and individually to ascertain cur- 
rent subscription prices and policies and 
to order magazines. Complete addresses 
for these sources are listed after the bibli 
ography proper, in the Appendix. Some 
magazines are offered free, others only 
by paid subscription. 
To locate a particular magazine, use the 
index, which lists the periodicals alphabeti- 
cally and shows the pages on which main 
entries appear. The index also cross- 
references additional subject categories to 
the main subject headings.

The National Library Service for the Blind 
and Physically Handicapped (NLS) loans 
books and magazines to individuals who 
have problems reading because of a visual or 
physical limitation, temporary or permanent. 

Books, playback equipment, headphones, 
and other aids are delivered by mail. Book 
descriptions, catalogs, and bibliographies 
such as this one are also mailed regularly to 
inform readers of new materials available. 

No postage is required to borrow or return 
books, equipment, and other materials, and 
all materials are free. 

Thousands of books on discs, cassettes, 
and in braille are available through a net- 
work of cooperating libraries. Fiction and 
nonfiction selections include classics, ro- 
mances, science fiction, biographies, 
bestsellers, gothic novels, how-to books, 
and many more. Popular magazines are con- 
verted into discs, cassettes, and braille, and 
mailed to subscribers directly from produc- 
ers. Music services are provided directly 
from NLS. 

Eligibility for the program is determined 
by the inability to see well enough to read a 
conventional print book or to hold a book 
and turn pages. Individuals wishing service 
need a brief statement describing their disa- 
bility from a competent authority such as a 
medical doctor, nurse, optometrist, ophthal- 
mologist, staff members of a health care in- 
stitution, or a librarian.
